O R D E R  

On March 20, 1981, Brandenburg Telephone Company ("Rran- 

denburg") filed an application requesting to increase  its 

intrastate rates and c h a r g e s  by $1,074,797 a n n u a l l y .  Brandenburg  

stated that the requested increase was n e c e s s a r y  in order to 

efficiently maintain and operate its e x p a n d e d  service a n d  existing 

system, to meet the principal and interest payments on its loan  

from the Rural Electrification A d m i n i s t r a t i o n  and the R u r a l  Tele- 

p h o n e  Bank, to have sufficient c a s h  available for renewals and 

replacements and to have a r e a s o n a b l e  allowance for emergencies 

and contingenices. 

In o r d e r  t o  d e t e r m i n e  the r e a s o n a b l e n e s s  of the proposed 

increase, t h e  Commission h e l d  a public h e a r i n g  on August 6 ,  1981, 

w i t h  t h e  Consumer Protection Division of t h e  A t t o r n e y  G e n e r a l ' s  

Office being the sole intervenor. A f u r t h e r  h e a r i n g  was h e l d  

o n  September 23, 1981, i n  B r a n d e n b u r g ,  Kentucky t o  receive 

pub1 I c commont w $  t.h r e g a r d  to t h i .  pimpowd 5 ncrc rasc .  The matter 

is now cons idered  t o  be f u l l y  submitted f o r  f i n a l  determination. 

The Commiss ion  notes  w i t h  approval t h a t  this is tho f j r s t  

rate increase Brandenburg has requested since 1965.

The Commission has a c c e p t e d  Brandenburg's pro- 

posal w i t h  t h e  following exceptions: 

Known Adjustment to Telephone Plant: 

Brandenburg proposed an adjustment to Its December 31, 198'0, 

investment in telephone operations of $651,700 ( 2 )  to record the 

estimated construction of outside plant to be performed during 

3.981. Brandenburg, moreover, made the corollary adjustment t o  

reflect the increased capital associated with this investment 

and further proposed to reflect the annual depreciation expense 
related to these a s s e t s  as adjustments to Fts income statement. (3) 

The Commission has carefully reviewed the evidence with 

r e s p e c t  to the inclusion of these out-of-period additions to 

investment and capital. Brandenburg has made no adjustment to 

quantify the effects on local service revenue and on operating 

e x p e n s e s  resulting from these capital additions. Since t h e  end- 

of-period levels of local service revenue and operating expenses 

were not adjusted to reflect the effects of these capital additions, 

t h e  Commission concludes t h a t  the adjustment to investment fo r

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ongoing additions to plant may have the effect of distorting the 

test period level of earnings. Therefore, these adjustments 

have been excluded from capital and net investment. 

Cash Working Capital 

Brandenburg proposed t o  lnclude cash working capital 

as a component of its rate base. A s  ( 4 )  allowance of $267,173 

Brandenburg does not charge for its local telephone service in 

advance, the Commission has allowed the inclusion of this item 

in its rate base. The Commission, however, has decreased the 

amount of cash working capital allowed to $252,531 to reflect 

the level of operating expenses found reasonable herein. 

D e p r e c i a t i o n  Reserve 

Brandenburg proposed several adjustments  to depreciation 

expense and reserve. The Commission has disallowed depreciation 

on the $651,700 of estimated additional p l a n t  in service, which 

was disallowed by the Cornmission above. 

Deferred Taxes 

( 5 )  

Accumulated deferred income taxes of $878,701 (6) have 

been deducted from Brandenburg's rate base. T h i s  represents 

income taxes which have previously been included in Brandenburg's 

cost of service and will not be paid to the taxing authorities 

until some f u t u r e  t i m e .

The Commission is aware of o t h e r  methods of valuation 

which were not included in t h e  e v i d e n c e  of record. T h e  Commission 

has, however,  g i v e n  due c o n s i d e r a t i o n  to  all elements of value as 

required by Kentucky law i n  determining t h e  r e a s o n a b l e n e s s  of the  

matter h e r e i n .  

REVENUES AND EXPENSES 

Brandenburg proposed various adjustments to its income 

statement t o  reflect more c u r r e n t  operating c o n d i t i o n s .  T h e  

Commission is of t h e  opinion that these adjustments are proper 

and have been accepted w i t h  t h e  following exceptions: 
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Normalized Revenues 

Brandenburg proposed sev-ral pro f o m a  adjustments which 

decreased its t e s t  period operating revenues from $3,886,253 to 

$3,867,924. Brandenburg's revenue normalization was based on 

annualizing the last month of its test period. The Commission, 

in its analysis of Brandenburg's operations, has determined t h a t  

annualizing t h e  l a s t  quarter of the test period is a more rea- 

sonable method fo r  normalizing the operating revenues and finds 

that, after t a k i n g  into consideration the provision for uncol- 

lectibles, the appropriate level of normalized operating revenues 

is $ 3 , 9 7 4 , 9 6 5 .  

Employee Concessions 

The Commission has increased Brandenburg's operating 

revenues by an additional $8,147(7) to include revenues available 

to Brandenburg i n  t h e  absence of employee discounts on local 

service. The Commission finds no evidence t h a t  these discounts 
are part of Brandenburg's wage requirements and are, therefore, 

t h e  responsibility of its stockholders. 

Payroll Taxes - PICA 
The Commission has a d j u s t e d  t h e  payroll tax expense of 

Brandenburg to reflect the increase in t h e  FICA tax rate and the 

additional level of payroll e x p e n s e  allowed herein and has deter- 

mined the appropriate amount for this expense to be $11,911, ( 8 )  

or a n  increase in operating expenses of $5,417.

The Commission has a c c e p t e d  B r a n d e n b u r g ’ s  method of corn- 

p u t i n g  its pro forma l e v e l  of p r o p e r t y  t a x  a n d ,  b a s e d  o n  t h e  

amount of p l a n t  i n  s e r v i c e  a n d  mater ia l s  a n d  s u p p l i e s  a l l o w e d  

h e r e i n ,  h a s  determined the amount of this e x p e n s e  t o  be $105,769 

or a n  increase i n  o p e r a t i n g  e x p e n s e s  of $9,867. 

Rate Case E x p e n s e s  

( 9 )  

Brandenburg  i n c l u d e d  i n  its test  per iod o p e r a t i o n s  e x p e n s e s  

of $7,500 associated w i t h  t h i s  rate case. I n  accordance w i t h  p a s t  

Commission p o l i c y  and  based on B r a n d e n b u r g ’ s  p r i o r  ra te  case 

h i s t o r y ,  t h e  Commission has amortized t h e s e  e x p e n s e s  o v e r  a 3 - y e a r  

period. This reduces B r a n d e n b u r g ’ s  o p e r a t i n g  e x p e n s e s  by  $5,000. 

D e p r e c i a t i o n  Expense  

Brandenburg  p r o p o s e d  t o  increase its d e p r e c i a t i o n  e x p e n s e  

by $183,126 (lo) t o  r e f l e c t  t h e  a d d i t i o n a l  e x p e n s e  associated w i t h  

its p r o p o s e d  p r o  forma a d d i t i o n s  t o  plant i n  s e r v i c e .  The Com- 

m i s s i o n  has rejected a p o r t i o n  of B r a n d e n b u r g ’ s  p r o  fo rma  p l a n t  

i n  service and, t h e r e f o r e ,  t h e  p o r t i o n  o f  d e p r e c i a t i o n  e x p e n s e  

a s s o c i a t e d  w i t h  t h e  disallowed p l a n t  i n  service h a s  been  e l i m i n a t e d .  

F u r t h e r ,  it was l e a r n e d  t h r o u g h  c r o s s - e x a m i n a t i o n  of B r a n d e n b u r g ’ s

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RATE OF RETURN 

The Commission is of the opinion that Brandenburg's 

adjusted operating income which produces a return on net 

investment of 5.84% is unjust, unfair and unreasonable. The 

Commission is further of t h e  o p i n i o n  that a f a i r ,  j u s t  and 

reasonable rate of return on Brandenburg's net investment is 

9% in t h a t  t h i s  return will provide revenues sufficient to 

pay Brandenburg's operating expense, service its debt and 

provide a reasonable surplus €or e q u i t y  growth. 

To achieve the return found fair, just and reasonable 

the Commission has determined that Brandenburg is entitled to 

increase its rates and charges to produce additional revenues 

of $681,332 which after adjustment fo r  income taxes and uncol- 

lectibles, will produce operating income of $989,651 on a 

test period basis. 

RATE AND TARIFF DESIGN 

The major rate design proposals made by Brandenburg 

were the introduction of multielement service connection 

charges and t h e  disaggregation of network access and telephone 

instrument rates. 

Historically, Brandenburg has charged service connections 

on 8 flat rate basis. In t h i s  case, Brandenburg proposed a 

multielement rate design, distinguishing between service orders,

allowed have been determined to be $552 ,404 .  
b. State and federal income taxes based on the income 
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central office connections, and premise vislts, for example. 

The principle advantage of the flat rate approach is ease of 

administrative application. However, it fails t o  properly 

allocate the cost-of-service burden. The Commission has long 

taken the position that subscribers initiating service order, 

central o f f i c e ,  or premises visit types of service activity 

should bear the associated expense burden. Therefore. con- 

sistent with its action i n  other cases, the Commission is of 

the opin ion  t h a t  Brandenburg's multielement rate design for 

service connection charges should be approved. 

Brandenburg also proposed to disaggregate network 

access and telephone instrument rates, as required by Federal 

Communications Commission rulings. The Commission has  previ- 

ously approved disaggregation proposals in cases involving 

General Telephone Company of Kentucky, South Central Bell 

Telephone Company, Cincinnati Bell, and Continental Telephone 

Company of Kentucky. Therefore, t h e  Commission is of the 

opinion that Brandenburg's disaggregation proposal should be 

approved, including its proposed regulations governing inter- 

connection with customer provided terminal equipment. 

Although Brandenburg did not propose any changes to 

its present tariff concerning late payment penalties, this 

item was discussed at t h e  hearing August 6 and is a matter 

of concern to the Commission. Because Brandenburg does not 
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b i l l  i n  advance for loeal  service charges, as is c u s t o m a r y  w i t h  

o t h e r  t e l e p h o n e  utilities, t h e  company charges a l a t e  p e n a l t y  

fee for b i l l s  pa id  af ter  t h e  d u e  date .  Brandenburg  e n f o r c e s  

this t a r i f f  s u c h  t h a t  i f  t h e  due date f a l l s  on a n o n - b u s i n e s s  

day s u c h  as weekends or  h o l i d a y s ,  t h e  customer m u s t  pay t h e  

late p e n a l t y  f e e  e v e n  i f  t h e  b i l l  is paid  o n  the n e x t  s u b s u -  

quent b u s i n e s s  d a y .  The C o m m i s s i o n  does not a c c e p t  t h i s  

tariff i n t e r p r e t a t i o n ,  and  i n  t h e  interest  of fairness t o  

its customers, Brandenburg should n o t  charge l a t e  penalty 

fees when t h e  due date  f a l l s  on  a n o n - b u s i n e s s  d a y ,  and the 

bill is paid by the first s u b s e q u e n t  business day following 

t h e  due date. 

SUMMARY 

The Commissfon, having c o n s i d e r e d  t h e  e v i d e n c e  of record 

and being advised, is of t h e  o p i n i o n  and  f i n d s  that: 

(1) The rates and  c h a r g e s  i n  Appendix A ,  a t t a c h e d  h e r e t o  

and made a part h e r e o f ,  w i l l  produce gross annual o p e r a t i n g  

r e v e n u e s  of a p p r o x i m a t e l y  $4,714,429 and are the fair, just 

and reasonable rates t o  be c h a r g e d  i n  t h a t  t h e y  will allow 

Brandenburg t o  pay its o p e r a t i n g  e x p e n s e s ,  service i ts  debt and 

p r o v i d e  a r e a s o n a b l e  amount of surplus for e q u i t y  growth. 

(2) The rates a n d  c h a r g e s  proposed by Brandenburg  a n d  

set out i n  its n o t i c e  s h o u l d  be d e n i e d  i n  t h a t  t h e y  p r o d u c e  

r e v e n u e s  i n  excess of t h o s e  found f a i r ,  just a n d  r e a s o n a b l e  by 
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the Commission and should be denied upon application of K R S  

278.030. 

(3) Brandenburg's proposed inultielement service con- 
nection charge rate design should be approved. 

(4) Brandenburg's proposed disaggregation of network 

access and telephone instrument rates should be approved. 

( 5 )  Brandenburg's proposed regulations concerning. t h e  

interconnection of customer provided equipment should be approved. 

(6) Brandenburg has in the pas t  been following a flow 

through approach with respect to its job development investment 

t a x  credits. 

(7) Under Section 46(€ )  of the Internal Revenue Code 

Brandenburg is required to normalize these investment tax 

credits with ratable amortization of the credit to operations 

over the useful l i f e  of the property. 

( 8 )  Prospectively Brandenburg should follow the pre- 

scribed accounting treatment for  job development investment tax 

credits as specified in Section 46(f) of the Internal Revenue 

Code. 

(9) Brandenburg's tariffed late penalty f e e  should n o t  

be charged when the billing due date falls on a non-business 

day, and t h e  bill is paid  by the f i r s t  subsequent working day 

t h e r e a f t e r .  

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED t h a t  t h e  proposed schedule of 

rates and charges by Brandenburg Telephone Company in I t s  notice 

I s  hereby denied upon application of K R S  278.030. 
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IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that the rates and charges in 

Appendix A, be and are approved as the f a i r ,  jus t  and reason- 

able rates to  be charged by Brandenburg Telephone Company on and 

after November 1, 1981. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED t h a t  Brandenburg's proposed regulations 

concerning t h e  interconnection of customer provided equipment be and 

they hereby are appoved. 

IT IS  FURTHER ORDERED that Brandenburg's tariff  concerning 

late penalty fees  shall be interpreted in accordance with finding 

no. (9) f o r  bills w i t h  due dates on and after the date of this 

Order. 

I T  IS FURTHER ORDERED that within 30 days after the date of 

this Order, Brandenburg Telephone Company shall file with t h i s  

Commission i ts  revised tariff sheets setting out the rates and 

charges approved h e r e i n .
